No Reason To Fozy 

There had been a statement made

feor thot it would be broken through, 
he said. 

The Mannerheim Line was many 
miles deep and the Russian lodgment 
at the outpost zone meant little, he 
continued, 

A greater danger was tho strain to 
which the Finns. were belng sub- 
jected, . .° 

It was obvious, he sald, that Fin- 
land could not hope to hold out for 
more than a few months without 
external ald. 2 

This ald. was now materinlising 
from many sources, Volunteers were 
arriving from Scandinavia, yet Fine 
land required more aid urgently. 

British Weather 

Captain Falls next referred to the 
fact that the British press had not! 
been allowed to mention weather; 
conditions-in the British Isles. 

He reforred to the freezing over 
of the Thames and the sea around 
our consts, news of which was. with- 
held for a considerable time, , 

One reason for this was that 
though the Germans could estimate 
weather conditions In the British’ 
Isles, they could not know the parti- 
cular conditions of any one ‘place. 
They did-not know the wind velocity, 
visibility ar how defending aircraft 
were handleapped. : 

Important Factors 

The temperature of air, barome- 
tric pressure, velocity and direction 
of the wind were all factors used in 
ranging artillery. 

This was known a long time ago 
but it wds not applicd until the 
middle of the last war, he said. 

During the battle of the Somme, 
meteorological experts sent out cir- 
cular messages two or three times a 
doy giving ‘information on weather 
and predicting changes. 

These were obtained by collecting 
information from several metcorolo- 
gical stations. 2 

The Germans did the same thing 
but as the prevailing weather was 
mainly from the west to the cast they 
were handicapped by lack of in- 
formation on which to base their 
prophecies. ; 

The weather conditions could make 
a difference of 25 to 100 yards to 
artillery map ranges, Corrections re- 
quired could be over 200 yards.

Government Bill To 
Be Introduced 


SPECIAL TO THE “TELEGRAPH” 

LONDON, Feb, 11 (UP).— 
One of the most significant 
events of the past week was the 
introduction of a Government 
Bill, which, if carried, will per- 
mit Trade Union leaders to re- 
tain their offices for the duration 
of the war without the necessity 
of seeking re-election. 

As tho maforlty of Trade Union 
officials are strongly in favour of the 
prosccution of the war and also of 
ald for: Finland, the legislation will 
assist in Insuring a continulty of 
Trade Union policy without the 
necessity of struggling with a ree 
ealcltrant minority.
